THE REPUBLK ',1 .V J' LA TFORM . 

The platform of the Republican party 
adoptod by the national convention is such 
a wise and statesmanlike document that it 
would seem as if it must be the expres- 
sion of the principles of all patriotic 
Americans. It deals clearly and honestly 
with all the live issues of the day. It 
opens with a declaration of the Republi- 
can principles, and a recognition of the 
services rendered the country in the past 
by this party, which, "having saved the 
Union, has done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, the 
safeguard of liberty and the embodiment 
of the best thought and highest purpose of 
American citizens." This was duo to the 
g eat men who have beon its leaders. A 
touching allusion is made to the death of 
President Garfield, and a well-merited 
tribute is paid to President Arthur. The 
platform declares squarely in favor of pro- 
tection to American products, commerce 
and labor. It considers that the first 
duty of a government is to protect the 
rights and to promote the interests of its 
own people. And while endeavoring to 
relieve the burden of taxation, care should 
be taken to so raise revenue as to insure 
to the productive industries of the coun- 
try the laraeat measure of protection 
against foreign competition. The party 
principles are explicit in regard to Ameri- 
can labor. Pledges are made against con- 
tract labor, whether introduced from 
Europo or Asia. The Chinese restriction 
law will bo sustained, and it is promised 
that further legislation will be provided to 
carry out its purposes. The sentiment 
against the Chinese invaders which had its 
birth on the Pacific coast has gradually 
spread all over the country. Their policy 
regarding the resumption of forfeited laud 
grants is sensible and just. Another in- 
teresting feature of the platform is their 
objection to the acquisition of land by 
non-resident aliens. They believe that 
this has become a menace to the well-be- 
ing of the country. It ia said that Eng- 
lish capitalists and noblemen own over 
tivcnt" million " f acr«« <>f land in the 
United States, or two million acres in ex- 
cess of the whole area of Ireland. Other 
points in the platform that, are worthy of 
mention are a declaration in favor of an 
international coin standard, on a bi-ine- 
talic basis, and another in favor of a 
bureau of labor statistics, in the interest 
of the working men of the country. Civil 
service reform is upheld, and it is ex- 
pressed that the uarty is in favor of the 
wool duty being restored. On the whole 
this platform seems to be in harmony wit 
the views of those most truly and d'jj o 
terestedly concerned in the atlairs ^ ro 
nation.

At the recent school meeting attention 
was called to the necessity of providing 
suitable accommodation at the polls for 
lady voters. The voting will be by bal- 
lot, and any one who can call to mind the 
crowding and hustling that often occur 
when there is open voting will see the ne- 
cessity of providing a separate table for 
the accommodation of ladies. The mere 
question of cost, should not Le considered 
when it is reflected that unless proper 
arrangements are made a great many 
legal voters may not be able to get to the 
polls at all. It is hoped that the trustees 
or the government will see to this import- 
ant matter in time to prevent a serious 
obstruction to the proper exercise of the 
franchise by the fair sex.

itlark Powder. 



Victoria, .lime 12, 1884. 

To the Editor: — Will you allow me 
space in your paper for a few remarks 
about an industry which I think ought to 
be undertaken on this island. It is tho 
manufacture of black powder, and now is 
just the time to lay the foundation of this 
industry, for the following reasons: In 
the first place the island is rapidly settling 
up; during the last, three or four months 
a great many farms have beon taken up, 
and these in a country heavily wooded 
with giant and dwarf alder trees. 

I understand that one of the chief in- 
grodients of black powder is the charcoal 
that is obtained from the burning of tho 
alder. The new settlers will begin to cloar 
their lands, and soon acres of these valu- 
able trees will be ruthlessly cut down and 
burned in heaps. This will be sinful waste. 
There arc several reasons why these trees 
will be tho first to go unless something is 
done. One reason is that it is so easy to 
chop them down, as every axeman knows, 
and, moreover, the stumps rot out in no 
time, compared with other trees. Another 
reason is that alder land, when brought 
under cultivation, is found to be the rich- 
est land in the country. 

Tho island railway will doubtless pass 
through largo tracts of alder wood, and 
the alder charcoal that will be wasted if 
these woods are cut down would be worth 
far more than all the powder required for 
blasting on the whole railway. 

I hope that at no distant day something 
will bo done in this matter. There ought 
to be among us some enterprising man 
who will undertake to establish this new 
industry. As soon as such a project was 
started, a notice should be put in the 
paper stating to fanners and settlers all 
over the country that a powder mnnufac 
tiny was to be established, and that, good 
prices would be paid fov alder charcoal . 



London, Jane 3. — Mr. W. Irving Bishop, 
the American thought reader, gave a re- 
markable exhibition in London to-day of 
his peculiar power. A Canon of Westmin- 
ster Abbey consented to act as a subject, and, 
after Mr. Bishop had boon securely 
blindfolded by a huge black silk headgear, 
wrote the name of au object, within a radi- 
us of one mile, upon a slip of paper, which 
he continued to hold in his hand. Mr. 
Bishop then put a wire around the Canon's 
wrist, and dragged him out of the hall and 
through the streetH in the presence of a 
jeering and yelling crowd attracted by the 
novel spectacle, until he arrived in front v.f 
the designated object. There he stopped 
and the Canon proved by exhibiting the 
paper that he had fully accomplished his 
task. 

London, .Tune 4. -Mr.W. Irving Bishop's 
"thought-reading" exhibition of yesterday 
provoked a rival performance by Mir. Stuart 
Cumberland lit the Charing Cross hotel to- 
day. Mr. Cumberland is the eccentric 
young Scotchman who gave a few seances 
some months ago at the Everett hotel, New- 
York, and also at Shaftesbury hall in To- 
ronto, and has since, under the patronage 
of the Austrian Crown Prince Leopold, ex- 
posed the tricks of i> so-called spiritualists 
at Vienna. At his exhibition to-day the 
principal tost prescribed for him was to find 
a pin which had been secreted by a mem- 
ber of the audience committee within a 
radius of ten blocks from the hotel. Mr. 
Cumberland was blindfolded, and rushed 
from the hotel, dragging along by the hand 
the secreter of tho pin, and did not stop 
until he came to where the pin was found 
stuck in a window-frame at a distance of 
about a block from the hotel. The exhibi- 
tion attracted an immense crowd of idle and 
curious persons, and afforded an excellent 
opportunity for pickpockets. Several of 
the committee lost watches and other valu- 
ables while in the jam. Tho newspapers, 
which have lately been devoting a great 
deal of space to these "thought-reading" 
exploits, now admit that the public exhibi- 
tions thereof in crowded streets are becom- 
ing an intolerable nusiance. 

Mr. Lowell's Resignation. 

London, Juno 4. — Mr. Labouche.re re- 
iterated in Truth his former prediction of 
the early resignation of Mr. James Rus- 
sel Lowell as United States minister to 
England. In connection with this state- 
ment he alluded to the pleasant relations 
that have been maintained throughout. Mr. 
Lowell's residence, notwithstanding cer- 
tain irritating incidents which might have 
imperilled the Anglo-American entente, and 
expresses the belief that his retirement 
will be sincerely regretted by tho English 
people. 

A Millionaire's Requests, gg 

London, June 4. — Tho will of George 
Hudson, J. P., the late philanthropist and 
millionaire of Sunderland, has just been 
offered for prcbate. Among the bequests 
is one of £200,000 for tho education and 
maintenance of orphans in Sunderland. A 
portion ot the money thus bequeathed is 
to be used for iiie reconstruction of the 
extensive orphanage recently burned at 
Sunderland.

A SENSATIONAL, TIMAL AT 
NANAIMO. 

Heavy Sentences Imposed. 

The recent assizes at Nanaimo (boforo 
Hon. Mr. Justice Crease) were character- 
ized by more than usual interest. The 
cases were many and some were of a se- 
rious nature. The most remarkable case 
was that in which B. C. Randall and An- 
drew Hart stood indicted for robbery at 
the Chinese farm. It was provod by n 
man named Marriott, who turned Queen's 
ovidonce, that Randall, Hart and Ah Cock, 
(a Chinaman previously convicted) mask- 
ed their faces and went to tho (J&inose 
farm where they compelled the Chinamen 
living thore, at the point of pistols, to givo 
up their woalth. Tho case for the Crown 
was also established by the evidence of an 
amateur detective, who loaned the rob- 
bers pistols and who protended to enter 
fully into their plans for counterfeiting 
coin and robbing other parties. At the 
close of tho evidence addresses were made 
by Mr. Eborts for tho prosecution and 
Air. McElmen for Hart. Randall made a 
speech in his own behalf in tho course of 
which he confessed his guilt and spoke in 
Bcathiug terms of tho Judas like action of 
Marriott and thankod (bid that he had 
not yet fallen so low as that. Ho usud 
some ha.'d language towards others who 
he claimed wore in a conspiracy to drive 
him to the penitentiary, and wound up a 
very dramatic und pathetic speech with 
the expression that he thanked God that 
his down ward career had received this timoly 
check. His lordship having charged the 
jury they brought in a verdict of guilty 
Randall was sentenced to 12 years; All 
Cock to 10 years; and Hart to 4 yeara. 
Marriott, tho approver, was returned to 
gaol to await the action of the attorney- 
general. It is understood that he will 
bo discharged. Randall is said to be the 
son of a California lawyer and ia a very in- 
telligent young man, but a desperate 
character, no doubt. A portion of tho 
audience hi.-sed when his sentence was 
p ronouueed. 

IN I'EltlL. 

A Parted Hawser and the Duke 
ol Con naught. 

Lnat evening about dark, as the steam- 
er Pilot was towing tho British barque 
Duke of Connaught through the narrows 
of tho harbor betwoon Laurel and Hos- 
pital point, the hawser parted and the 
barque took a sheer towards Hospital 
Point. The wind blew freshly from tho 
southwest at the time. Pilot McAllister, 
svho on tli« harqiiR, immediately 

ordered the anchor to bo dropped. This 
had tho ellect of bringing the barque — 
which had apparently procured an excur- 
sion ticket for a dangerous and sharp 
pointed reef of rocks just west of Hospital 
Point -sharply up. Her stem, however, 
swung round and approached tho point so 
nearly that a man might have leaped 
ashore from the vessel's dock. At first it was 
feared that the tine vessel had touched the 
rocks; but after Pilot McAllister bad got a 
line out from the ship to a ring-bolt on 
Laurel Point it was found that the vessel 
was afloat and in no danger. A. Colonial 
reporter visited the vessel at 10:30 o'clock 
and found her afloat both fore and aft, with 
tin- Pilot lying by ready to tow her along- 
side the whurl us soon as the wind should 
go down. The noise and confusion inci- 
dent upou tho parting of the hawser on 
both tug and barque were very great and 
for a few minutes the situation was alarm- 
ing. Tlif Counuught is ii vessel of about 
1 ,()U() tons and has 1,500 tons of goods on 
board for Victoria consignees.

A gentleman who returned 
from Nanaimo yesterday states that in 
driving along the road to Departure Bay 
on Wednesday three deer bounded out of 
the thickot within half a mile of the town, 
and kept the horses company for some 
distance. Tho horses appeareu to like 
their company, and our informant would 
have rolishod them, too, but respect for 
the law stayed his hand. The temptation, 
however, was great. 

Down.— The line was down again lust 
night, 



Yesterday morning, between 10 and 
11 o'clock, one of the corporation work 
men, named Edward Pascoe, a ainglo man, 
about thirty-one years of ago, was en- 
gaged with the steam drill, in tho blasting 
operations on Chatham street. A hole 
having boon drilled P.nooo went to work 
to loatl it with black powder, and while 
engaged in tamping or ramming tho pow- 
der down, the charge exploded, shattering 
tho right hand and scorching the face of 
the unfortunate man soverely. His fellow- 
workmen on hearing the explosion, after 
tho tirat shock, at once rushed to his as- 
sistance and raised him, when he pre- 
sented a sad spectacle. Pascoe was im- 
mediately sont in a carriage to the Royal 
Hospital, where his wounds were washed 
and the usual dressings applied to alleviate 
the pain from which ho was Buffering. Mr. 
James Finney, who manages the slenn 
drill, says ho had only just turned away 
from Pascoe, who waB then using a wooden 
tmnp, though un iron one was lying con- 
venient to him, when the explosion took 
place, and, as far as he know, ho was still 
using tho wooden tamping rod. As ex 
plosions seldom occur with the use of 
wooden rods, it would seem probable that 
lie had introduced tho iron one, but at the 
ti mo a Colonist reporter visited the hos- 
pital Pascoe was lying ill a half doze, and 
it was not advisable to disturb him. His 
wounds wore examined by Dr. Davie, who 
states that the two forolingers and the 
thumb of the left hand are badly injured, 
and the result may bo tho loss of half the 
hand. His face was scorched and his oye.s 
also injured by tho powder, though it is 
not known at present to what extent. Cold 
water is kept constantly applied to the 
face and hand, and tho patient last even- 
ing was progressing favorably.

Marchie Putnam was finely rendered, 
the part being portrayed in a ptrfectly 
easy and natural manner, and to tho en 
tiro appreciation of tho immense audience 
present. Mr. English, as the senior 
Marks, was very good, and he did not fail 
to make his pa.t thoroughly amusing. 
Tho other parts were all well taken, and 
in some there was unusually lino acting. 
One of tho best features of the evenings 
entertainment was the singing" oy the 
"Celebrated Jolly Coons." Their part of 
tho performance was very good, and thoy 
were encorod a number of timos. The 
bloodhounds and donkies were quite a 
novel feature in the play, and uddod 
greatly to ita success. Tho company ap- 
pears again to-night, and another crowded 
house may be expected.

Au Unusual Occurrence on the 
N. W. Coast. 

The first well authenticated case within 
our memory of any one being struck by 
lightning in eastern Washington is recorded 
by the Palouse Gazette of June Gth. Last 
Monday morning Frank McGnire and Joseph 
Heuterieter were driving along tho road be- 
tween Palouse city and this place, when a 
flash of lightning descended, striking both 
men. McGnire was knocked from tho 
wagon and Heuterieter fell back across tho 
seat. "Whon a couple of gentlemen who 
•were just behind tho unfortunate men and 
saw the occurence, came up, they found Mc- 
Gnire on the ground, insensible, with a 
gash in his head, frothing at the mouth. 
Heuterieter was also frothing at the mouth, 
nud lying across the seat in an insensible 
condition, and his trouser leg, near the knee 
was on lire. The lire was extinguished, 
water procured, and in a few minutes both 
men were breathing, but delirious, Mc- 
Gnire being in such a state of delirium that 
it required two men to hold him. Dr. Bos- 
well was soon upon the ground and succeed- 
ed in restoring the men to consciousness. 
Upon examination it was found that neither 
was seriously injured, although both suf- 
fered considerably from the shock. The 
bolt struck MeGuire on the left side of tho 
head, tearing and burning his hat and cut- 
ting o slight gash in his scalp. Heuterieter 
was struck below the hip and his pants and 
boot leg ripped from the knee to the heel, 
the boot looking as if it bad been slashed 
with a dull knife.. The men are recovering 
from the shock and will soon bo able to at- 
tend lo their usual business. 



A Youitg Man Threatens 
Suicide. 

On Wednesday a young Frenchman 
named St. Upri, of good address but ner- 
vous manner, registered himself at tho 
Driard. He had somewhat the air of a 
man with delirium tremens and excited 
attention, especially when on returning 
he told the barkeeper he intended to 
suicide. Tho barkeeper followed him to 
his room whore ho observed a light 
through the transome. St. Upri refused 
to open the door, but the bar keeper, 
after looking through the transome, 
whistled for the police, and on officer 
Walker arriving got through the transome 
and held St. Upri down, and tho door be- 
ing bursted open he was handcuffed and 
taken to jail. He stated he was from 
Portland, and that ho believed men were 
in pursuit of him, and tha'„ ho intended to 
commit suicide to escape death. Dr 
Helmckcn who visited him i-aid that the 
man was suffering from excessive drink- 
ing. St. Upri will bo detained horo till 
his friends can be heard from. He states 
he is an Gdd Fellow, and he is not far 
wrong. On making enquirery at the jail 
last evening, the prisoner was stated to 
talk connectedly and in all respects con- 
duct liuusolf in a rational manner. 

Accident to Lord Dulleriii. 

Constantinople, June 4. — The horses 
attached to the carriage in which Lord 
Dufferin, the British ambassador, was rid- 
ing last evening, took fright, and becom- 
ing unmanageable, dashed through the 
crowded streets.

New York, June 10 — The Tribune 
prints a letter from a Massachusetts 
delegate to the late convention, whoso 
standing in the republican party since 
its organization, the Tribune says, has 
been of the highest, and who says: 
"Down this way the nominations are 
well received. Then the Irish are 
favorable to Blaine, on account of his 
attitude toward Great Britian." Tho 
Tribune adds, The same way may bo 
true in New York, and tho Irish re 
publican leaders say they knows it. 
If New York is a pivotal state this 
may be of great consequence. The 
writer is undoubtedly correct in his in- 
ferences that a large Irish vote will be 
cast for Blaine in this state. 

New York, June 10 — The Joe

tion in England to got Americans to 
sit down on the Irish who favor dy- 
namite. Blow up these English sym- 
pathizers, too, the first chance you get. 
You have a right to use dynamite 
thoroughly popular is to made it suc- 
nessful. Lot the English have one down- 
right good slap that will make the dish- 
es dance in Queen Victoria pantry, and 
her heart will shrink with fear; though 
I am against killing the old woman. 

Indiana poms, June 11. — Hon. Thoinm 
A. Hendricks in an interview concerning 
Tilden's letter of declination, says: The 
news diti not surprise him for when ho vis- 
ited Tilden in August last that gentleman 
very firmly announced his intention to re- 
main permanently out of politics. On a 
succeeding visit in April last tho same de- 
termination was expressed. Hendricks 
thought thoru waa little doubt that the 
old ticket would have been nominated at 
Chicago if it had not been for this declin- 
ation. To day ho said that the demand 
for it among democrats was almost uni- 
versal, and greater than any movement of 
the kind every seen in politics. Person 
ally ho felt no great disappointment. He 
did not want the oflice of vice-president 
eight years ago, and ho did not want it 
now. 

New York, June 10.— The Tribune 
says: "Beeohor toltl a Baptist minister 
yesterday that ho intends to stand by tho 
old republican Hag, but not by Blaine. 
Well, it is an impossible foat. Tho re 
publican party, acting as delegates, haa 
placed tho old republican tlag in Blaine's 
hands, and it ia impossible for Boccher 
to stand by the flag without standing by 
Blaine, the flag hearer, as for a man to 
stand by Plymouth church and not by 
Boocher." 

Tho Evening Post, having stated some 
time ago that if Blaine was nominated it 
would give more proof of his unfitness 
than had yot boon mentioned a Bubscribor 
this evening challenges their production, 
and says, "When Garfield was nominated 
some papers tried in every way to prove 
him dishonest, and your saintly Hewitt 
publicly stated that his word could not be 
relied upon. I think this abuse helped 
to elect Garfield, and possibly Blaine may 
bo elected by the same means." Tho PoBt 
replies that"it will produce further proofs 
of Blaine's unfitness for tho support of 
honest voters when it Htiits our conven- 
ience. There is plenty of time between 
now and November." 

New York, June 10. — Tho steamboat 
Grand. Republic yesterday carried GOO 
Chinose and threo times ns many white 
poople up tho Hudson river to Oscawana 
Island. It was the second annual Oriental 
excursion of the Chinese Sunday school 
of New York and Brooklyn. Tho Chinese 
scholars chartered tho boat and paid the 
expenses of the trip, and their guests wore 
mostly teachers and other persons inter- 
ested in the school. On the way up the 
river ubout 200 of the pleasure seekers 
kept up a constant singing of hymns, while 
on tho upper deck a Chinese band pro- 
duced the most hideous apologies for music 
from an odd looking instrument. At the 
island monster kites were kept Hying in 
tho air for hours and thoru waa a constant 
fusilade of fire crackers and bombs, except 
during a half hour devoted to religious 
oxercisea. The small hotel on tho island 
was overrun with hungry Christians and 
hea' hens until all the provender in tho 
place ran out. 

Dui.tJTll, Minn., Juno 10 --Last Satur- 
day Mrs. Bnricks, a farmer's wife, wont 
to a neighbor's for milk and as she did not 
return search waa instituted, lasting till 2 
o'clock to-day, when the body waa found. 
It is the most horrible butchery ever 
known in this part of tho country. The 
woman had boon shot in ten places and 
cut in a manner too horrible for print.

A consultation by his physician* 
was held at tho bishop's residence, and 
they roport his condition as hotter, but 
still very ill.

The evidence against 
McKoague was purely circumstantial, but, 
taken by itself, it formed an apparently 
complete chain, and pointed directly to 
tho guilt of the accused. The defense, 
however, was fortunately able to satisfac- 
torily explain all suspicious circumstances, 
and the result of the throe weeks' trial 
was the honorable acquittal, yesterday, of 
the accused young man . 

Calgary, Juno 2. — The following are 
tho particulars of tho murder at Goddis' 
Farm yesterday. Reid, tho victim, and 
McManus, the murderer, were drinking 
with otlwr porsons, when the two named, 
who are Montana whiskey dealers, quar- 
relled about some transaction. Reid tired 
a pistol at McManus, but it missed fire. 
He then throw a hammor at him, striking 
McManus in the face, and cutting and 
bruising him in a horrible manner. Ho 
then pulled his knife. A hand-to-hand 
Bculllo ensued. McManus getting the 
knife away from Reid pi mured it into 
Roid'a neck, striking the jugular vein. He 
bled to death in a few minutes. Harrey 
witnessed thu scone, but waa threatened 
by McManus not to interfere. McManus 
suoing what he had done cried: "Oh God, 
I have killed him." When tho police 
reached the scene McManus was within 
thirty foot of the corpse, crying and yell- 
ing, and did not resist tho officers. The 
prisoner and tho murdered man were 
brought to the barracks. An inquest will 
bo held to day. Roid was a hard character, 
and tho police have baen hunting for him 
the past few days, he being implicated in 
whiskey selling. McManus presents n 
horrible appearance this morning from tl>Q 
effects of the hammer thrown at his face.

Toronto, June 4. — The 12th annual ses- 
sion of ibu Geiierttl Assembly u! ilxo 
Presbyterian Church opened to-night in St. 
St. James' Square Church, the Rev, Mr. 
Cochrane, of Brantford, presiding. 
Amongst those present were. Father C'houi- 
quy, Rev, J. Fraser Campbell, missionary.

The Paris elections for members 
of Municipal Council were held on May 
4th and 11th, resulting in alight gains 
for the Monarchists and heavy access- 
ions for the Radicals. The sufferers 
liuvo been the Opportunists orMinister- 
iali.sts. hi the new council the .Radi- 
cals will have a plurality, but not a 
majority. 

A horrible story comes from South 
Africa to the ellect that a man was 
drugged by his wife and her lover and 
buried t'.live. A few days after the 
burial suspicion was aroused as to tho 
cause of the man's death and the grave 
"was open , when the body showed un- 
mistakable signs of having been prema- 
turely interred. The principal in this 
diabolical crime was arrested and 
placed in the Uitenhage Prison to 
await trial at the Pretoria Assizes. 

A Strang E accident happened to a 
coasting vesssel near Manilla in Febru- 
ary last, She had just cleared from the 
port and the wind was fair and the sea 
smooth, when suddenly the water be- 
came fearfully agitated. An enormous 
wave, whirling around and around, 
arose, which after lifting the vessol to 
a great height, capsized it. Of her 
crew and passengers, twenty -eight in 
number, only four succeeded in saving 
their lives. 

The projected canal between the 
Atlantic and the Mediterranean ap- 
pears to be in a fair way of becoming 
an accomplished fact. Starting from 
the Gironde, the proposed canal is in- 
tenced to touch Toulouse, continuing 
through Languedoc and joining the 
Mediterranean near Narbonno. As a 
site for a commercial emporium, Nar- 
lionne holds a position second to none 
in France, being placed at an angle of 
the gulf of Lyons mid in the valley of 
the Aude. According to a Spanish 
newspaper published on the northern 
frotior, the contract for the work ia 
signed between the founders and the 
contractors of the Suez Canal for a ca- 
nal capable of taking vessels of the 
largest size.
